Town Accountant baker reported to the “oard that transfers in the amounts of 
One Thousand ($1000.00) and One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars were granted 
the Water Depertment and the Board of “ssessors, respectively. 


8:00 P.M. At exactly this time Chairman Adams opened the Sealed Bids as sub- 
mitted by the following; concerning relocation of Mitchell Street. Highway 
Superintendent was present.

bid on Highway Construction, etc. 


~'8:15 P.M. Mr. Clifton Cunningham appeared for the purpose of applying for . 
work on the Highway Department, filling the vacancy recently brought about 
when Roland D. Friceault left the Department. 


Selectman Burke stated that he did not think said Cunningham should start at 
the starting rate, since as: he stated, Mr. Cunningham has had a number of |... 
years experience formerly, with the Highway Department. Superintendent 
stated that Mr. Cunningham would drice Chevrolet Dump truck, that when he 
(Superintendent} isn't there, Calvin Mauro is "Top Man" and would be in char- 
ge of all the men in his (Superintendent's) Absence. Mr. Pessini also stated 
that it is his wish that all men be able to drive all equipment, that Mr. 
Cunningham, "knows that he has to do laboring work also". Concerning rate of 
pay for Mr. Cunningham, Chairman Adams stated that "I don't see how you can, 
I don't think there is any provision whereby you can step a man up". It was 
suggested that said Cummingham be started at $1.54 per hour, this week, on 
the basis that it will be up to the Personnel Board to decide. Step-rate 
increase, in November, for George Boothby, brought up by the Superintendent.

Selectman Burke reported that he had received a recuest from Mr. Sawyer of

..°8:20 P.M. Then appeared the Planning Board, including Mr. Philip C. Beals, 
Clerk, Mr. Napoleon Barber and Mr. Sumner Elton. Also appeared with the 
aforementioned, Mr. Goldstein of Whitmen & Howard, for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the Storm Drainage Survey, as recently finished by said Whitman & Howard, 
Engineers. 


A lengthly discussion followed whereby Mr. Goldstein explained the procedures 
his company (Whitman & Howard) followed concerning the various areas in the 
Town to be drained... Mr. Goldstein stated that his Company had arial Photss 
taken of the Town. (Mr. Beals, Clerk to the Planning Board brought out 

said photos and showed them to the Board). Mr. Goldstein stated that “the | | 
were negatives available should the Assessors wish. to reproduce them. The | 
Town is presently in possession of certain maps, in color, as drawn by 
Whitman & Howard showing various drainage aréas, and Mr. Goldstein also ex- 
plained these maps to all present at this meeting. Mr. Goldstein was asked 
"what about the ability of the brooks to handle drainage in the future, and 
Mr. Goldstein answered ""that he didn't know how wetl, that developments 
would have a major affect on said brooks". (Brook on the property of Mrs. 
Harris, Cordaville Road, widely discussed.) Mr. Goldstein stated in many 
cases, existing brooks are working satisfactorily, that most culverts are 
working satisfactorily. After all discussions were completed, Mr. Beals 
asked the Selectmen, "would you recommend that we accept this report?" Two 
members answered they had not read same. 


Clerk reported that Mr. Rolde of R&5& Construction coupany, contacted the 
Town Counsel, asking what the Town was goingto do about Richards Road. It 
WaS UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: that. said Richards Road be started in two weeks, 

that material for same be purchased by R & S Construction Company up to and 
including Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars, and that said Road bd properly 
lighted by the Highway Department, so that R & S Construction Company would 
not be held liable, should accidents occur. Highway Superintendent report-— 
ed ine purchased two (2) tires for the F.W.D., for spares, that he was going 
to use money out of Chapter 718 (Walnut Hill Road, since tire trouble occur- 
ed while F.W.D. was working .on said Road). It was also agreed by the Board 
that chains and atting edges were accessories of the Tractor, and gave per- 
mission to Superintendent to purchase same out of "Tractor Account". Auto--™ 
matic Lighting, for Highway Yard UNANIMOUSLY AGREED upon. Selectman St. a 
Maurice explained that the Electric Company could not put a spotlight. on 

pole, that light on said pole would be entirely maitained by the Company, 
without charge for new lights when they burn out.

Report accepted 
With reference to Chief's report concerning one fatal accident, which occured 
on Route 85, Chief Mattioli stated "there's a good chance the Town will not be 
charged", that this matter is "still under investigation". It is believed 
man killed (Mr. Watson from Weston) had a coronoary condition and was dead 
before hitting the abutment, as there were, according to Chief Mattioa1j no 
skid marks to be seen. Ruling in above matter o be made by Mr. Clement 
Riley, Registrir of Motor Vehicles. Theft at St. Anne's Catholic Church of 
Three Hundred ($360.00) Dollars discussed by the Chief, who told Board that 
from now on the Police would make deposits at bank for said St. Aine's 
Church. Complaints received from Residents on Woodland Road, Discussed. 
Requests for "Children-Go-Slow" signs by said residents reported to Board by 
Chief. Chief Mattioli also stated, "I think thry (Public Works) have made a 
traffic count (on Woodland Road). Chief Mattioli then reported that the "Dru-

Town Hall Custodian's salary, discussed, by Mr. Wakelin, who is not in favor 
of paying One Thousand Dollars to a new Janitor, shoudl Mr. Maguire retire. 


9:30 P.M. Then appeared Mr. Leo J. Pessini, Highway Superintendent, and 
discussion continued relative to starting hourly rate for Clifton Cunninghan, 
who has been recently employed again by the Highway Department. According 

to Mr. Wakelin, "you can't start at the minimum, if you can't get a man for 
the minimum rete". Mr. Howes asked Mr. Wakelin,"why don't you have to start 
at the bottom?" Mr. Wakelin stated " I think I read it in here" (meaning the 
Job Classification Book, Re: Salary Administration Plan). 


9:45 P.M. Then appeared the Planning Board, including Cameron Bradley, 
Napoleon Barber and Homer Bates, discussion ensued relative to starting rate 


(hourly) :for Planning Board Clerk. Clerk at a starting rate of 1.25 per hour. 
Said Planning Board is to notify the Personnel Board of same.

Before Chairman Adams read aloud the Pulication, 
which appeared in the Evening Gazette of October 1, 1959, relative to this 
hearing, the Clerk requested Mr. Novick to give in all returned receipts con- 
cerning notices to abutters. Said returned receipts haveing been received, 
hearing proceeded, 


m= 8:25 P.M. (Town Counsel, Alfred W. Howes was also present at said hearing). 
‘Clerk brought to Mr. Novich's attention, the fact that copy, as received from 
lhim relative to By-Laws of said Harvest Hill Club, Inc., had not been signed. 
Also relative to Elected Officers of said Club. Accordingly Mr. Novich 
Signed same. At this point, Miss Sally Quigley, who strongly objected to 
this Club License, asked that the names of all those persons who signed the 
Agreement of Association be read. Again Wr. Novich complied with her request, 
and read said names. Mr. Novich stated that there were Eleven (11) incorop- 
rators, in all, that proper papers had been filed. Chairman Adams then. 
stated that the hearing was closed, that the Selectmen "would take action on 
it" (meaning Liquor License). 


Mr. Howes then told the Board that he had talked with Mr. Morse, Attorney for 
Mrs. Harris, Re: Richards Road, relative..to brook, that the Town couldn't 
enter any kind of agreement, without Vote of the townspeople, that the Town.
